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WAT IS REPUBLICANISM ? 


First—It is to believe that in the re- 
cent terrible struggle between the 
North and South there was « right 
side and a wrong side, that the side 
of national unity and human freedom 
was the right side; and the side of cis 
union and human slavery was the 
wrong side, and that sound political 
morals and the- future safety of 
the country demand that this fact 
shall not be forgotten, and that the 
tangible results of the War ia cement- 
ing the Union, destroying the States 
rights heresy and establishing freedom 
and equality of rights for all citizens 
shall not be disturbed. 

Second—It is to believe that the 
debt incured for the prosecution of the. 
wart isa sacred obligation to be dis- 
charged in full according to the letter 
and spirit‘of the contract, and not to 
be shirked or evaded on any pretense 
whatever.’ It holds the public credit 
and the. pational honor as of supreme 
impo ty be jealogsly, guarded 
against all Jpen and insidious schemes 
that seek’tO andermine the one. and | 
degrade thd other. 

Third—It is to believe that real 
money 1s what. the common practice 
and cemmon sense of the world have 
made it from time immemorial—gold 
and silver—and that a sound and 
honest paper currency, affording a 
stable measure of value and a medi- 
um of exchange, alike fair for debt- 
ors and -creditors and adapted to all 
the legitimate wants of business, must 
be exchangeable for coin on demand 
of the holders. From this it follows 
that Republicanism condemns unqual- 
ifiedly all theories and projects for re- 
pealing the Resumption Law and is- 
suing ‘* fiat money.” 

4th—It is to believe that every man 
should be protected in the enjoyment 
of the fruits of his own industry, 
sagacity and talents, and that all 
schemes for dividing property and 
bringing men down to the dead level 
of earnings and incomes, whether they 
be called Communism, Socialism, or 
Nationalism, are destructive of the 
best intcrests of the individual and of 
society and tend directly to barbarism. 

5th—It is to believe that govern- 
ments are instituted for the benefit of 
the governed; the duty of Congress is, 
by proper legislation, to develope the 
resources of the country and protect 
its industries against ruinous foreign 
com petition. 

6th—It is to believe that honesty 
and capacity should be essential quali- 
fications for public office, that the 
course of public affairs should be 
shaped by the intelligent and virtuous 
portion of the community, ani not by 
the ignorant and vicious; that educa- 
tion should be widely diffused; that 
religion should be divorced from poli- 
tics; -that citizenship should confer 
equal rights and privileges; and that 
all avenves of industry, sobriety and 
economy that lead up from poverty to 
prosperity should be kept wide opeo 
by law and custom in order that the 
poor may not become poorer and the 
rich richer, and that comfort and com- 
petence may be the portion of the 
maay and not of the few.
